Interesting Coin of the Month 

1873-S ‘No Arrows’ Half Dollar 


At left is a mock-up of 
how an actual coin 
would appear. 


Above is a mock-up of what an 1873-S no arrows half dollar would 
look like. This coin was minted to the extent of 5,000 pieces, but 
today none are known to exist. There has been a persistent rumor 
that one may exist, but it has never been confirmed. Recently one 
was offered, as shown above, which appeared to have been through a 
fire with molten bubbles present. Asking price was $50,000! The 
difference between the arrows and no arrows coin was due to a 
decrease in weight. This damaged coin cannot be verified by 
weighing because of the severe damage, and it is not known if it is 
the same example which has been rumored for years. It does appear 
that it might possibly be an 1873-S with No Arrows. Other 1873 
minor coinage denominations are also interesting. The 1873-CC 
dime has a reported mintage of 12,400 but is known for only a single 
specimen surviving. The Carson City quarter was also minted to the 
extent of 4,000 coins but only five are known to have survived. 
1873, a trulv interesting vear for numismatists.

Counterfeits 

Do you know what the legal status is 
regarding counterfeit coins? Are 
they legal to own? What should you 
do if you feel that you have one? 
Are you worried a bout the Secret 
Service knocking on yourdoorand 
hauling you away to jail as a 
counterfeiter? 

Technically, yes, all legal tender 
counterfeit coins (and currency) are 
illegal to own. "They are also, 
technically, subject to confiscation, 
but don't worry. Many collectors 
actually collect counterfeit coins 
and often they are often displayed 
at coin showsand conventions. 

Even non-counterfeit co ins such as 
the 1913 Liberty Head nickel, if ever 
came underlegal scrutiny, would 
probably be illegal to own and 
could be confiscated. 

J ust don't try and displayyour 
modem counterfeit U.S. currency at 
the next ANA convention, you just 
might attract some unwanted 
attention,

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Feature Article - EBay

I have been a huge fan of Ebay for many years now. It started outaboutten yearsago when I wascollecting, selling and 
trading Olympic memorabilia prior to the start of the 2002 Winter Olympic Games. I was immediately hooked; I found 
things that I would never have been available to find in the normal course of shopping. Ebay has opened a convenient 
way forpeople from all partsof the world to share their treasures. I have purchased a wide range of items from Ebay 
including coins, bullion, books, software, sports memorabilia, event tickets, electronics, and much, much more. For the 
most part my Ebay experience has been a positive one. I have had a few problems here and there, but overall my good 
experiencesfaroutweigh the bad. 

I know we had a meeting last year talking about some of the pitfalls one can encounter when using Ebay. Unfortunately 
wasn'table to attend, so if I repeatsome issues already discussed, I apologize in advance. I know thatsome of the issues 
being discussed at the time were things like; counterfeit slabs and coins from China and other placesthroughout the 
world, as well asgetting coinsgraded vastly lowerthan advertised in the auction listing. These problems still persist and I 
hope none of you have fallen victim to these scams. 

I wanted to hit on three topicsthat I have heard a lot of people complain about throughout my Ebay career; two of them 
have been going on fora long time and continue to be an issue, but the third isa new problem that hasrose up due to 
the increased value of precious metals. My first bit of advice when purchasing something on Ebay is to do yourresearch 
Most people have probably spent time studying about what type of coin or item they want and what in what grades, but 
how many people research the Ebay seller. "The two most important things I stress to people is to fully read the auction 
listing, top to bottom, everything including the small print. 

Do you remembera few yearago when the big Ebay scam wasto have a great big huge auction listing showing pictures 
of Xbox video game consoles, including games and controllers, extolling the specific sand technical data for the consoles. 
But when people received there items what they received was an empty cardboard Xbox box. "The small print on the 
bottom of the auction description cleariy stated that the auction wasforthe empty boxonly, notthe console oranything 
shown in the pictures. Many people paid several hundred do liars for nothing but an empty box. "There wasnothing Ebay 
could do; the auction listings were deceitful, misleading and unethical... but the listing did state cleariy that it was for an 
empty boxonly. Don't be caught in one of these typesof scams. J ust because an auction listing hasa picture showing 
several items, the listing description may state that the auction isforonly one particular item. Always read the auction 
listing and description closely. 

The second thing I always tell people is to lookata seller'sfeedback rating, and the typesof previous items sold. If a seller 
hasa poorfeedback rating there is usually a reason. I read the commentsand make a decision asto whetherthe 
feedback rating isvalid orif a sellerisa good sellerbut had a problem with one disgruntled buyer. The otherthing I have 
noticed that sendsup huge warning signsand red flags is someone who hasa feedback rating of 100 ormore but all the 
items sold previously have been for small trinket type items costing a couple of do liars or less, but all of the sudden they 
have several high value electronic items or valuable coinsselling for hundreds or thousands of dollars. Be diligent when 
checking out your possible Ebay seller. 

Another item that ha seven come into play in my recent Ebay experience is problems with shipping and handling fees. 
Beware of sellers that are changing huge a mounts of money for ship ping and handling. Purchasing an item for$20and 
then having to pay another $10 for ship ping isprobably a little shady. I recently had an experience where I won multiple 
auction lots from the same seller. Shipping and handling fees totaled more than the actual price of the items I purchased 
The sellerwouldn't budge on the fees. Fie stated that because I got such a great price on the items that I shouldn't be 
upset. Unethical sellers have realized that Ebay does not count the shipping and handling fee'swhen calculating the 
price itchangesto sell something on Ebay. So if a sellerhasan item that hasa value of $10, and they can sell it for $1, but 
charge $10on shipping and handling, then they only have to paya minimalfee to Ebay and can keep a greater profit. 

J ust because you can win an auction fora great price doesn't mean that afteryou add in the shipping fee it is still a great 
deal. My suggestion is always ask the seller before bidding if you have questions a bout shipping. A reputable seller is 
usually willing to work with you on the type and way that an item is shipped. Also if you plan on bidding on several items a 
seller might have, ask them in advance about combining shipping and handling feeson multiple items won. Remember 
once an auction hasended yourbound by whateverthe listing statesso a seller isn't required to workwith you afterthe 
end of the auction. 

The last thing I want to wam our club members a bout is purchasing precious metals on Ebay. With the current high value 
in gold and silver bullion, new scams have arisen on Ebay. It is very hard to return an item orto solve an issue when the 
person you purchased items from liveson the otherside of the country oreven another part of the world. The selling of 
"plated” bullion coins, counterfeits and orunderweighted value coins has become an issue. If the deal seems to be too 
good to be true, ITPROBABLY IS!!! My suggestion is when in doubt go to your local coin dealer. Our local coin dealers and 
coin shops have many of these items for sale at a fair price, and if there ever is a problem they are much easier to deal 
with to get issues resolved. 

I know that it is highly unlikely that my Ebay addiction will ever go away, but I hope that for the rest of our club membe 
Ebay can be a worthwhile resource in theircollecting pursuits. The important thing is to be smart in yourEbay experience 

and take the time to do a little Ebay research. Happy Ebaying
